- Delaware’s application for the CDC’s Core State Violence and Injury Prevention grant was approved but not funded.  

This grant was highly competitive since there is only enough funding available for about 23 states.  We are hopeful that 

should more funding become available for CDC injury prevention programs, Delaware might be reconsidered.  The 

grant requirements were extremely prescriptive as the CDC will only fund evidence-based programs.  Existing examples 

of evidence-based injury prevention programs being provided in Delaware will be a focus at future Coalition meetings.    

- Delaware’s application for the CDC National Violent Death Reporting System (NVDRS) grant has been submitted.  

This grant has a totally different perspective in that all states are strongly encouraged and supported in applying as new 

funding becomes available.  The program is anxious to have nationwide data on violent deaths.  

- The CDC grant-funded Regional Network Leader (RNL) Mid-Atlantic Region has released their finalized Resource 

Guide.  All states in the region are included (DE, MD, PA, VA, WV, DC, NJ), and state-specific data for each is 

supplied.   The hard copy books are intended to help with education of officials and legislators on the problems related to 

injuries.  Some copies of the Resource Guide are available for members.  There may be a way to create one-page 

flyer/handouts using just the Delaware data and information. 

- The Safe Kids Delaware New Castle County Committee will hold the initial Junior Injury Prevention Specialist safety 

skill stations, targeting kindergarten through second grade campers at the YMCA on July 13.  The materials for the skill 

stations will be duplicated so that they can be used by other Coalition agencies in the future.   

- The 2016 Safe Kids Delaware Childhood Injury Prevention Conference will be held on June 21 at the Cheswold Fire 

Company.  Topics will include concussion, ATV, and laundry pod safety.  CEUs will be available for EMTs, nurses, 

child care, education, and parks and recreation staff.  Cost is $70.

The Office of Animal Welfare is taking a two-pronged approach toward reducing the number of dog bites that occur and 

result in reported injuries to local medical facilities.  Phase one is through one-on-one communication during 

investigations.  Investigating officers will explain proper and responsible dog ownership to owners.  Phase two is 

through informational pamphlets provided during public events.  

Potential children’s safety programs in Eastern Sussex were discussed with Tara Lausch at an April meeting.  

C. Martin attended Pooches in the Park on May 14 in Lewes, where over 200 informational flyers and safety cards were 

distributed.  She also attended Kid Fest in Milford on June 4, where safe behavior information was handed out to 

approximately 250 people.  C. Martin will attend the Milford Freedom Festival on September 10, 2016. 

Since the last meeting, S. Vogel has done 48 presentations for 1,079 children and 122 adults.  He is also scheduled to 

present at all dates/locations of the New Castle County "Safety Town".

The Falls Prevention Team welcomed new members R. Phillips and S. Martin from A Matter of Balance, and N. Ranali 

from Easter Seals.  In May, the Delaware Chapter of the American Trauma Society promoted falls prevention and 

encouraged all hospitals to promote education on prevention of older adult falls.  On May 18, Trauma Clinical Leaders 

hosted a table at Christiana Hospital containing information on older adult fall prevention.  

D. Curtis reported that a press release went to the media about fall prevention awareness for older adults.  The Delaware 

State News ran an article on May 26th, 2016.  Radio media ran on station 105.9 and WDEL hosted live radio interviews. 

The STEADI program will be presented by D. Curtis to a group of Bayhealth primary care physicians in July.  

C. Oakes reported that most Senior Centers throughout Delaware hosted events to raise fall prevention awareness. 

In September, the Falls Prevention Team will ask the Governor to sign a proclamation recognizing Sept. 18-24 as Falls 

Prevention Awareness Week.  The team will also promote awareness throughout the week through the wearing of a 

yellow ribbon.  The possibility of a major event to raise awareness is in discussion.
